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Bridge Survived Floods And Storms--But Not Demolition Crew

The 126-year-old Yardley Bridge 
has slaved despite floods, storm s, 
heavy traffic and age, so it is no 
wonder the demolition crew cur­ 
rently trying to demolish it is 
having a tough time. 
The hi idge, first built in 1835 but 
due for its demise next month, 
has piers made of stone and m or­ 
tar which have required dynamite. 
a sea-going 
caterpillar 
and 
a 
crane with breaking ball to bring 
them down, 
Since the bridge was declared 
unsafe and closed to traffic on 
May 3. a demolition crew has 
been f(infilling a $74,500 contract 


to 
destroy 
the 
bridge, 
which 
crosses the Delaware River be­ 
tween Yardley and Wilburtha, N. 
J. 
New Span 
A brand 
new 
Scudder 
Falls 
Bridge, located about a mite up­ 
stream from the old bridge, was 
already opened on June 22 as a 
replacem ent, and the old Yardley 
span has to go. 
But tho bridge, after so many 
years of withstanding wind and 
the weather, clings to every last 
stone, according to local viewers 
at the job. 
One of these commented: 
"To demolish an old bridge is 
like putting in for a divorce, for 


‘who God hath joined together, let 
no roan put assunder.’ ” Never­ 
theless work has continued on the 
job. 
A demolition crew demolishing 
the bridge the other day paid 
tribute, to the bridge builders of 
the past. 
"This bridge is a work of a rt.” 
one engineer said. “ You have to 
give credit to the old bridge build­ 
ers.” 
Myles J. 
Furey, 
Burgess 
of 
Yardley, said that Yardley folks 
have been “ watching the work 
with interest and regret.” A num­ 
ber of residents had objected to 
tearing down the bridge in the 
fist place, he explained. 


“These folks are sad about loos. 
inc their old bridge,” he said, 
“ not only from a sentimental point 
of view, hut from a practical view- 
point.” The bridge ended at the 
fexit of Afton Ave , one Of the 
main streets in Yardley. 
Praises Intelligence 
However, 
Furey 
praised 
the 
"giMMt intelligence” on the part of 
the demolition crew, 
Furey said that tho men, begin 
mug the first of June, worked 
their way across the river from 
Yardley to W ilburtha, 
knocking 
clown the piers as they went. The 
rubble from the piers, he added, 
was used as a road bed to drive 
the caterpillar and crane across. 


"Eventually,” he said, “ I 
be­ 
lieve they will dredge out the 
rubble from the 
liver 
bottom, 
opening it up."

4 Timber Spans 
The first bridge to cross the 
Delaware at this point was con­ 
structed by the Yardleyville Dela­ 
ware Bridge Company in 1835. The 
original bridge consisted of four 
tim ber spans on m asonry piers 
and 
abutm ents. 
P arts 
of 
the 
bridge have been washed away by 


floods, hut the original base has 
stood fast. 
The stone piers have survived 
al least three heavy floods. The 
first was on January 8, 1841, when 
thy- "great flood" carried away or 
seriously dam aged bridges along 
the 
Delaware 
from 
Easton 
to 
Trenton. They were repaired af­ 
ter each flood. 
The second was the flood of 
Ort. IO, 1903, when most of the 
original bridge was washed away 
at Yardley, Then in 1955, a flood 
many will recall washed out the 
steel structure which had been 
built across the old piers in 1904. 
A tem porary Bailey-type bridge 
w as installed following the Aug. 


20. 1955 flood, when the water 
was 25.49 feet above normal. The 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers in- 
.stalled the bridge, which was the 
first part to come down in June.

the 
Yardley 
Bridge was run as a free bridge 
liy the Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission. 
The 
bridge 
was purchased by the Joint Com­ 
mission for 
Elimination of Toll 
Bridges, I he forerunner

present commission, on Dec, 21, 
1922. 
The death knell for the narrow 
Yardley Bridge has been a pro­ 
longed one, but nevertheless 
a 
fate called necessary in this mod­ 
ern day of new, wide bridges.
